A Kras ark able Tree. 

Up on the east aide of North Seventh 
•treat, about midway between Poplar 
•treat and Girard avenue, stands a strik¬ 
ingly curious tree, which attracts the 
attention of every passer by. It stands 
just in front of a stable yard, and the 
einployeea of the place say that dozens 
of people come to them every week and 
make remarks or ask questions about 
the strange growth. From the thick- 
neea of the trank at the base the tree is 
probably about forty years cjfcd. but its 
branches and foliage are new and fresh, 
and look as though they w«re but the 
growth of a year or two. he trunk 
runs straight from the ground to a height 
of about fifteen feet > 

A tore this for a short distance is a 
thick, globular mass of foliage, the 
leaves appearing to grow direttly out of 
the wood. Above this growth run np 
three thick stalks or Btumps six or eight 
feet high, also covered with a dense, 
close mass of foliage. When the tree is 
viewed from the north side it presents a 
startling resemblance to a giant human 
hand protruding from the earth. The 
three big stumps at the top repreeeut 
tha three middle fingers, and upon 
either side of theee can e* $,• be seen

TLare is the 
worship of Nature — a most unre 
spuasive and pttilses deity There is 
the religion which consist* in trying 
to do right Would it not be wise for 
us t*> “prove one of these t WeH, in 
place, that is a dangerous 
ent We can do many things 
age of the world, but to at 
tern jX to frame a new religion, to get 
I it widely accepted, and by means of 
| it to raise men to a higher spiritual 
plane, is, to ssy the least, a grave un 
dertaking What chance of success 
has it r Who supposes that the great 
ruase of the people can be made to 
accept a creed that bas been elabor¬ 
ated in some literary workshop and 
that consists chiefly of fine sentiments 
and vague abetrmctions t What would 
a man like Wesley or a man like 
Moody do with a religion of that 
kind? But the fact is that such a 
thing would not be a religion. Be 
ligion is a relation between man and 
God. It involves the distinct recogni¬ 
tion of God and of. the duty which 
men owe to God. 

there is no religion. If God can not 
be known, He cannot be worshipped 
obeyed. You might as well talk of 
an astronomy which has nothing to 
do with the stars or of a chemistry 
which denies the existence of matter, 
as apply the word religion to that 
which has no real religion in it, be¬ 
cause it does not even attempt to 
establish or to keep men in right re 
lations with God. When we speak 
of proving ether religions, these sub¬ 
stitutes for religion are, by the vary 
terms of the question, ruled* out of 
the case. There is no religion ex 
cept Christianity which can possibly 
hope to ba accepted and believed anil 
obeyed in civilized lands and in the 
centuriee to come. If that is aban¬ 
doned there is nothing left 

So then, in the third place, we are 
invited to “prove” Christianity—that 

is. to take it and examine it and 
what it has done. And two things 
in regard to it are evident at once. 
It is true that thoee who hold it dif¬ 
fer widely among themselves in re 
gard to many things connected with 

it. They differ in regard to the or¬ 

igin and the authority of its sacred 
books. They differ in regard to 
many of its doctrines. They differ !u 
regard to the proper organization of 
the church and the proper adminis 
tration of worship. But in spite of 
these differences I say that two 
things are evident. One is that it 
contains a vast amount of truth—a 
far greater amount of truth, and r f 
truth of a far higher order any 

athtr relig.on of the World. I do not 
say that it is free from error. I do 
not say that your understanding of it 
or mine is absolutely correct I do 
not say that it is precisely the same 
to day that it was a thousand years 
ago or that many positions now con¬ 
fidently held may not yet have to be 
abandoned. But I say that no other 
religion compares with it in the eleva¬ 
tion and authority of its teachings, in 
its power to broaden and stimulate 
the mind, in adaptation to the per 
maneut and universal needs of the 
human soul and in its harmdny with 
other truth which has in various 
ways been brought to light. It is a 
moderate and reasonable claim for 
Christianity that it marks an im¬ 
mense advance beyond all other re 
hgidms in its assertions concerning 
God and man and the various rela¬ 
tions in which they stand to each 
other. Admi»*that there are errors 
in it. \et nowhere else has man at¬ 
tained so high a level of spiritual 
thought, while at the same time its 
statements are such that the common 
mind can accept them and under¬ 
stand them, and they go straight 
home with a mighty appeal to the 
universal conscience of mankind. 
That is one thing. And the other 
is that upon thoee who accept it the 
goepel exerts a benign influence 
which is unparalleled elsewhere and 
can hardly be exaggerated. It exerts 
this in some measure even on those 
who do not accept it, through ttye 
graciqps power which it has, to radi¬ 
ate abroad through society, so that 
whtrajjnlj a few men and women 
brighfiy exhibit its spirit a whole 
community shows signs of its pres¬ 
ence and even thoee who scoff at it 
have reason to be grateful for it. 
But let a man or a woman come fully 
under its power and what a change 
it maka in them. How it softens and 
refines and purifies and exalts them ! 
NYhat a spirit of humility and gentle¬ 
ness and love and self sacrifice it 
awakens i How it lifts the degraded! 
How it consoles the suffering! How 
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any greet cauee which aaks 
support. And than mf w 
the whole it is ft good or an ami; 
whether it is Du4* without any qua* 

Uoo or any exaggeration, the very 
greatest good which God hes be 
•towed upon the world 

But if this is ao, then it is plainly j 
our wisdom to holdJoti to it. No as 
matter bow severely it may tax our 
faith; no matter "what perplexing 
mysteries it may involve ; no matter 
j what teeming oontradicUooa may he j 
i in it 1 —coetradictiona with itself, and 
ountradictions with other things that 
we believe to be true ; no matter bow 
exacting its requirements may be; no 
matter how many around us reject it; 
no matter how im possible it may 
teem to get it generally accepted ami 
obeyed in our own country and 
throughout the world—let us at least 
bold fast to it *H »ld fast that 
which is good "so save, the Apoetk; so 
says the spirit of the age Ami this 
is goud, this goepel of God s grace in 
Christ His Son. There is nothing 
better It is the greatest good that 
we possess. It is good for the 
young and the old, the rich and 
the poor, the learned and the ig¬ 
norant, the capitalist and the laborer, 
the sad and the happy, the successful 
au<l the unsuccessful, the living and 
the dying. It is good for the imtivid 
ual, for the family, for the state It 
is good to labor for, to suffer for, to 
die for. It is good for the . present 
life and for the life to come. If there 
is anything in the world that is good, 
it is the gospel. Then I say again, 
let us hold fast to it ! Let no man 
rob us of it ! Let us nut throw it a- 
way at the invitation of science or 
fashion, of a hasty criticism or a 
ribald skepticism. Or if any man 
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Then the evident fact that Chris 
tianity is good makes it probable that 
it is true. Do .you think that the 
beet thing in the world is a lief ‘Do 
you really believe, that the greatest 
and most salutary moral power, under 
which the race has ever oome, is a 
puerile superstition, born of the credu¬ 
lity of a few Jewiah peasants 1900 
years ago? Was the master of 
world a young man ef Galilee, who 
died at the age of 33 ami was then 
absurdly imagined to have been the 
Son of God? Men say, miracle* do 
not happeu. I ask, do such things 
happen ? You might as well tell me 
that the stars are only the sparks of 
a pin wheel. Tt simply cannot be. 
Error is not mightier than truth. It 
certainly is not better than truth. If 
there is any order in the universe, the 
best thing in the world is the truest 
thing in the world. The throne of 
God is not built on a falsehood. His 
Kingdom is not coming by means of 
a stupendous delusion. 

Finally the only way to prove Chris¬ 
tianity is by a personal ejperitnee of 
it. The study of its doctrines is prof¬ 
itable, The study af ito history is 

fascinating and instructive. The 
study of its effects upon others is 
enough to carry conviction to an hon¬ 
est mind. But the true way to prove 
it is to try it. It Is not worth while 
to try Buddhism or Mohammedanism 
T t u> worth while to try the practical 
influence of Christianity upon our 
selves. I propose to you my friends, 
to take it and test it in this way 
Obey it for a little while. Give your 
selvee to the service of Christ. Try 
to observe His precepts to day aud to¬ 
morrow and the day rfter. Try to 
copy His example in your conduct. 
Read the Bible Pray. Repent of 
your sins and forsake them. Be real 
Christians. You will never be sorry 
for it You will sever want to give it 
up. You will oome very soon to know 
that the word of God is true. And 
to the utmost limit of eternity you 
will never cease to give Him thanks 
that, whether with or without proving 
all things, you were led to “hold fast 
that which is good.

He shall have power to suspend any officer or 
member of tto department for insubordina 
tion, disorderly conduct or neglect of duty 
said suspension to continue pending the action 
of the Fire Committee. He shall not absent 
himself from tto Township more than twenty- 
four hours at any one time without the con¬ 
sent of the Chairman or Associate member of 
the Fire Committee. Tbe Firet Assistant 
Engineer shall upon notification from the 
Chief of his intended absence set in bis stead. 
He shall make an annual report on or before 
March 1st, in each aqd every year, to tbe 
Township Committee of the condition of the 
depaitmeut, apparatus and appurtenanoee 
tto number of fires during the year with loca 
tion of same, the amount of losses incurred 
snd insurance so far a* possible, tto number 
of men in tto department and their names, 
and tto company to which they belong, and 
such suggestions and recommendations as he 
may deem proper or necessary - to place before 
them. 

Suction V. It shall be tto duty oi tbe 
Chief Engineer to repoi t promptly to the Fire

Sxcnon YLL Tto foremen of companies 
shall see that such apparatus as may be cure¬ 
tted to their care ujr the Township Cummit- 
tee and tbe several buildings in which tto 
same are deposited and all articles in or be¬ 
longing to the same are kept neat and clean 
and ready for immediate use.
